Fractional Currency 





The 100 notes have an inexplicable error of omitting the 
word “cents”. Without the work “cents” I am sure some 
were “taken in” as 10 dollar notes. All the other postage 
and Fractional notes have the word “cents”. 

The first notes issued were the ones with RED Backs. 

They are FR1251 which is scarce and FR1252 with posi¬ 
tion indicator “1” on the front. They are very scarce. 

Only 18,000 RED Backs were issued between August 
26 th and September 9 th 1865. Of these, a small proportion 

could be 
the follow¬ 
ing Auto¬ 
graphed 

notes: FR1253 Colby/ 

Spinner signatures, a 
scarce note, and the 
much scarcer FR1254 
Jeffries/Spinner 
signed notes. 

The FR1254’s are 

at least 20 times more scarce, and for now are undervalued! Next in 
much larger quantities came the GREEN Back Notes. They were 
issued from October 1865 thru August 1869. The very common 
FR1255 and the somewhat common FR1256, with position indica¬ 
tor “1” on the front. Then there is the FR1255A Green Back with Colby/Spinner Signatures. There are only 2 
known. The last one sold May 6th 2005 in St. Louis at the Tom O’Mara sale at $120,000.00, plus the 15% buyers 
premium! These are the only Green Back notes with auto signatures. There was a total of 169,761,235 100 third 
issue notes printed. By 1884 159,258,185 had been redeemed. Again, there are only 18,000 RED Backs!
